The letter, in full: 
' ‘Subject admits, in the daytime 
between April 26, 1953, and May 
6 
1953, he is responsible along 
with society for the death of his 
daughter. Kathy Tongay, age 5 
years and ll months, by causing 
her to dive from a high tower into 
a pool, thereby causing her to suf­ 
fer mortal injuries, which crime 
occurred in Miami Beach. 
"Admits 
his 
guilt 
as 
stated 
above and relates this story: Since 
my children were infants my wife 
and I instructed our children in 
•wimming and diving, oerforming 
in their first water show under 
the direction of Mr. Peter Desjar­ 
dins at the MacF'adden-Deauville 
pool in 1949 
"Kathy was 18 months of age 
at that time, diving from the 10- 
foot level off the same tower into 
the same pool in which she was 
mortally injured. From this period 
until the time of her death our 
children were known as the Aqua- 
tots and were acclaimed interna­ 
tionally in newspapers, TV, mov­ 
ies, etc., including the scientific 
world. 
" I cannot give a detailed state­ 
ment at this time, as well as at 
the time of my trial ii did not 
testify in my behalf*, because I 
developed an hysteria at the time 
my daughter was buried, losing 
•peech facilities and all recollec­ 
tions of the events leading to my 
daughter's death. 
" I am fairly familiar with the 
statement I gave police and the 
press immediately

"After receiving treatment from

Good ftirt for ■ beginner — individuality of far* and a 
graceful walk. 
Secrets Of Charm 


by John Robert Powers 


"Mr. Powers. I ’m hopeless.” a 
newcomer to the Powers School 
mourned 
the 
other 
day. 
"M y 
mouth is too big. and compared 
to the way everybody else around 
here walks. I simply lurch.” 
We do not share our friend's 
opinion of her mouth, and prefer 
the expressiveness of one that is 
generous rather than too small. 
Her lips are beautifully shaped, 
and while the brightest lipstick is 
not recommended, we hadn't tried 
to create a rosebud. Because we 
always believe in bringing out in­ 
dividuality, 
we 
had given 
her 
mopth the outline of its own natural 
shape, except that the lipstick stop­ 
ped slightly short of the corners. 
Her walk is another matter. The 
few days she d spent at the school 
weren’t time enough for her to 
learn the beautiful glidewalk that 
must be hers before she develops 
into the graceful beauty we know 
she will be. Two faults must be 
corrected 
at the start: 
She 
is 
always in a hurry, and her head 
thrusts forward as she walks—as if 
it were eager to get there first. 
If yours are the same faults, do 
as our beginner model must do. 
Slow down. A beautiful walk is 
purposeful, never mincing, but it 
cannot result from throwing your­ 
self into action headlong. Pull your 
head back so its weight is carried 
directly over your straight spinal 
column. Stand against a wall with 
your head, shoulders, hips, and 
heels touching the wall. If you can 
reach back and feel too much

Counterpart Funds 


LONDON — T hen - h as been som e talk in Congress 
•bo ut the use of the British of the co u n te rp art funds for 
the reduction of their national debt. The talk w as unfavor­ 
able. The point m u st be m ade th at while the M arshall 
P lan was very popular am ong the British it has run its 
course, and the defense aid which followed it is of value 
but not of the sam e value as the M arshall Plan because of 
changed conditions. Also the insistence upon giving som e 
aid in the form of agricultural m aterial out of the stock­ 
piles or such products as grapefruit, which is an unusual 
food here, does so m etim es m ake for complication. 
It is freely ad m itted here that som e of the counter* 
p a rt funds were used to reduce the national debt. It is 
suggested that it w as a use that did not neutralize the 
benefit of dollar aid by creating an inflation. In a word, 
unless defenses w ere set up, the huge influx of dollars 
could 
have 
stim ulated 
inflation. 
On 
the 
other 
hand. 
A m erican public opinion w as insistent th at M arshall Plan 
money 
should 
not subsidize the budgets of receiving 
nations.

One of the objects specified in the M arshall Plan 
agreem ent was the extinction of debt. And as an act of 
deliberate policy the British governm ent decided, with 
♦he approval of the A m erican authorities, to dispose of 
the sterling in the special account in this way and not to 
spend it on the capital investm ent which was the pattern 
adopted 
for co u n te rp art in continental 
countries. 
The 
British concept of th eir econom y is to pro tect the balance 
of paym ents while avoiding inflation, and the surprising 
thing is that they h ave done it. They used our assistance 
u nd er the M arshall P lan to do it, but w h at m u st be said 
of them that cannot be said of some other countries is that 
♦hey used our aid well and to their p erm an en t advantage; 
it did not go down the drain. 


On the continent of 
Europe, counterpart funds 
were used to increase the number and volume of state 
or 
privately-owned 
investment 
projects. 
In 
Great 
Britain investments were restricted to maintain the in­ 
ternal economic balance in order to avoid inflation. 
Even so there were too many state investments com ­ 
ing nut of war condition* and it was not considered 
politically or economically advisable to use Marshall 
Plan counterpart funds to ald private investments. 


The total of sterling coun terpart funds am ounted to 
about 560,000,OOO pounds or about 1,500.000,000 dollars. The 
United States got five per cent of this and after m aking 
com e deductions for sm all items the bulk of this am ount 
w as used to extinguish the national debt. Special a rra n g e ­ 
m ents were m ade th a t this use did not in crease inflation. 
The debt reduction consisted of special non-interest bear* 
gig notes in which the co un terpart w as invested by the 
M ink of E ngland w here it was lodged in a special ac­ 
c u m b It did not in crease cash circulation. The M arshall 
aid period w as 1348-1951 and the am ount of co un terpart 
applied to debt extinction in each year w as as follows:

This amounts to $1,481,200,000. 


It is not u nd erstandab le why th ere should be any

have in the United S tates w here we stockpile butter and 
w heat.

Develop More Thrust 
T ak e jet engines. 
T h e pow er of 
a je t engine, which la r g e ly d eter­ 
m ines the quality of a je t plane, is 
m e asu red in thousands of pounds 
of " th ru s t." Our best operation al 
je t engine, designed an d produced 
by P r a t t and Whitney, develops a 
cla im ed thrust of 10.000 pounds. 
It is a fine engine. Y et th e re are 
at least two and p ro b a b ly three 
B ritish engines which d ev elo p m ore 
throust than any o p e ra tio n a l en­ 
gine produced in this co un try . 
Indeed, although the a ir c r a f t in­ 
d u stry does not shout th e fact from 
the house tops, A m erican a ir pow­ 
e r is d ep end en t to a re m a rk a b le de­ 
gree on 
British-designed 
engines

B ritain. The most im p o rta n t single 
contribution to A m erican a ir power 
of S e c re ta ry Wilson’s old com p any , 
G en era l Motors, is p ro b a b ly the 
production of B ritish-designed S ap ­ 
phire engines.

Prince P o ­ 
tem kin w a s, of course, the favors'# 
of Queen C a th e rin e II of Russia. 
He erected fak e villages along th# 
Q ueen’s ro u te in o rd er to delude 
and please h e r. 
Suppose, th e Pentagon powers- 
that-be 
said , 
th e 
Russians 
had 
m ad e a fa k e h e a v y bom ber with 
outw ard 
c h a ra c te ristic s like

Bison, but ca p a b le only of short 
hauls with no payload, to delude 
and 
frighten 
us.

experts 
obligingly fig ured th a t a fake Bi­ 
son could be p o w ered with engine* 
of less th a n 8.000 pounds thrust, 
and th e re a fte r th e Potemkin Vill­ 
age T heory to explain the Bison 
was happily p u t about.

In o th e r im portant 
fields, A m erica n technology main­ 
tains a real a d v a n ta g e . Moreover, 
thanks abo ve all to our force of 
well over a th ou san d B-477 medium 
bombers, w e still probably enjoy 
a 
superior 
long 
ra n g e 
striking 
power, d esp ite o u r much weaker 
air defense's. 
Indeed, if S e c re ta ry Wilson had 
chosen to sa y w h a t w as really in 
the m inds of m o st informed Air 
Force, he could h a v e done so very 
briefly—" T h a n k G od for the B-47.’* 
But even in this field of the medi­ 
um bom ber, w h ere o u r superiority 
is still real, the Soviets are push­ 
ing hard w ith th e ir equivalent air­ 
craft, the B a d g e r, which also ha* 
superior je t engines. And surely 
the above fa c ts su g g est that self- 
deceiving c o m p la c e n c y about "A m ­ 
erican know -how ” is as dangerou* 
as the Bison a n d Uh? Badger put 
together.

DAILY CROSSWORD 


Rich-flavored pork chops are a 
year-round favorite. Serve them in 
May or December and they get the 
same welcome. There's something 
satisfying about a deeply-browned 
chop and when it reveals a savory 
stuffing there's even added good­ 
ness. 
A corn stuffing goes particularly 
well with the flavor of pork. For 
stuffing select thick rib chops. Rib 
chops can be cut and stuffed in a 
way that insures that the opening 
will close automatically as 
the 
chop gooks—this keeps the stuffing 
from drying. 
Make the cavity by cutting along 
the rib bone, rather than tho out­ 


side of the chops. For a corn stuff­ 
ing (sufficient for 6 chops* com­ 
bine I cup of whole kernel corn 
with 
cup of cracker crumbs, 2 
tablespoons minced green pepper 
and V4 teaspoon of salt. Mix well 
and stuff the chops, then brown 
them on both sides. 
Cover and 
finish cooking either on top of the 
range or in a moderate oven (350* 
F.) for I hour.
